the art of record fails to teach or suggest a burglar alarm and door chime, comprising 

circuit logic means mounted to a back plate which is fastened to a protected enclosure 
side of a door, and receiving control inputs from chime/delay alarm modes electric switching 
means and On/Off power electric switching means to select a delay alarm mode or a chime 
mode, instant lock-alarm mode electric switching means and non-contacting sensing means; 

the logic means further cooperating with an audible alarm and chime means and an 
independent power supply; 

a front cover fastened to the back plate, and containing manual arming spring-biased 
instant lock-alarm slide means cooperating with the instant lock-alarm mode electric switching 
means; 

a jamb plate fastening to an opposing doorjamb and cooperating with the manual arming 
spring-biased instant lock-alarm slide means during the opening of the door to actuate an instant 
lock-alarm mode; 
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the non-contacting sensing means comprising a transmitting means attached to the jamb 
plate and a receiving means attached to the back plate, the receiving means responsive to the 
transmitting means to automatically actuate the selected delay alarm mode or chime mode 
responsive to the opening and closing of the door.
